SECRETARY BAYARD’S NEGOTIATORS 
ALEBADY AT WORK. 


President. Angell of Michigan University 
and William L. Putnam of Maine in 
Consultation—The Question of Protec- 
tion for the Alaska Seal Islands to Re- 
ceive Attention—The Rights of the 
United states—Assets of the Fidelity 
Bank—Other Washington News. 

Wasurneton, D. C., Oct. 8.—[Special.]— 

Secretary Bayard’s Fish Commissioners, or 

negotiators, are already at work. They are 

President Angell of Michigan University and 

William L. Putnam of Maine. Their first 

meeting was held today. It was not adver- 

tised, and tonight neither of the Commission- 
ers can be found to give ite results. But, be- 
sides getting acquainted with each other, 
they were in consultation with the Secretary 
of State today. The British Commissioners 
are not looked for until the first week in 
November, but before the joint com- 
mission begins its sessions it will be 
necessary for Messrs. Putnam and An- 
gell to understand pretty well what 
ground they are to stand on. 80 far 
as Congress or the British Government goes 
they are merely private citizens called in by 
the President to help Secretary Bayard hego- 
tiate what the New England fishermen de- 
clare requires no negotiation. As the out- 
come of their meeting this afternoon it can 
be stated on high Administration authority 
that the scope of the commission will go be- 
yond the New England fisheries and take up 
the dispute over the Alaskan seal fisheries 
and Behring Sea. Mr. Bayard has been 
often warned against trying to cope with 

British diplomacy on more than one subject 

at a time, and curious denials have been 

made of the reports that the negotiators 
were to meddle with anything but the 

New England muddle. But the under- 

standing now seems to be quite clear 

that President Angell and Mr. Putnam 
will help the Secretary define the rights 
of the United States in the Pacific. The po- 
sition to be taken in this controversy can 
also be outlined better than the New En- 
gland fisheries. The Administration this 
ear has followed the straight line of its 

Juty in the Alaskan waters, whereas last 
year its course was shifting and uncertain. 
One reason for this was the discovery by Mr. 
Cleveland that the English were not repay- 
ing the concessions made to them. Another 
was the certainty that Con would insist 
on the enforcement of its laws. If these 
were, as England claims, contrary to inter- 
national usage that was a matter for the 
legislative and not tor the Executive branch 
of the Government to right.

THE FIDELITY BANK, 


Schedules of the Assets and Liabilities of 
That Wrecked Institution. 

Wasuinoron, D. C., Oct. 8.—The Controller 
of the Currency has received from David 
Armstrong, the receiver of the Fidelity Na- 
tional Bank of Cincmnati, full schedules of 
the assets and liabilities of that bank as they 
existed at date of failure, June 21, 1887. Ow- 
ing to the great numberof accounts kept by 
the bank and their unbalanced condition at 
the date of failure the production of full and 
accurate schedules has involved great labor 


and consequent delay. These schedules 
place the nominal value of the’ as- 
sets at upwards of $5,800,000, of 
which more than half are classed as 
worthless or doubtful. The apparently valid 
claims upon the bank, proved and not vet 
proved, are about $3,800,000, while there are 
amount sin dispute aggregating nearly $1,500,- 
000. The subscriptions to the increase of cap- 
ital stock amount to $1,163,000, but less than 
one-half of this was paid in money; and even 
if what was so paid should be finally ad- 
judged to constitute a liability of the receiv- 
ership it will be nearly all offset by assess- 
ments on original stock. The liabilities to 
depositors are about $800,000, of which a little 
overs $66,000 appears to held locally. 
Banks and bankers appear as creditors 
for more than $3,000,000, but some 
changes may be made in these fig- 
ures.’ On account of the doubtful value of 
the assets, and the large claims in dispute, 
it is impossible at the present tame to make 
an estimate of what dividends may be paid 
ultimately.

ANCIENT AND INTERESTING RELICS. 


Writs Issued Fifty Years Before the Revo- 

lationary War. 

Springfield Register: Probably the oldest 
specimens extant of writing produced by or- 
dinary black ink were received by Gov. 
Oglesby a few days ago from a friend in one 
of the New England States. The specimens 
consist of writs issued under the reigns of 
King George L and King George II. of En- 
gland, and are dated from 1720 to 1729. These 
writs were issued by the noted John Wins- 
low of colonial fame, and the most legible 
one reads as follows: 

“ Plimouth, ff. George the Second, by the 
Grace of God, of Great Britain, France, and 

King, Defender of the Faith, etc. 

To the Sheriff of our County of Plymouth, 
His Under Sheriff or Deputy, Greeting: 
We command you to Attach the Goods or 

Estate of Joseph yer ot Sistuate, in the 

County of Plymouth, Blacksmith, to the value 

Goat ot Sas ould Jonopn taper “ute use 

be foundin your net) ond him safely 

t that — have him before Our Justices 

of Inferior Court of Common Pleas, next 

to be Holden at Plimouth, withim and for our 
said County of Plimouth, the first 

of March next. Then and therein Our sai 

Court to Answer unto John Dwelling of Sis- 

tuate in the County of Plymouth, Yoeman,”’

“To the ange of the said John vt Spree | 
(ashe saith) the sum of £12; which sh 
then and there be made to appear, with other 
due damages. And have you there this writ 
with your doings, therein. Witness: G. 
Winslow, esq.; at Plymouth, this 16th day 
of February, in the third year of Our Reign 
Annoque Domini 1729. | 
“Joun Wrinstow (Clerk.)” 

On the back of this writ are the entries of 
the Sheriff stating that the writ had been 
executed and defendant’s goods attached. 

Lower down is this inscription of modern 
date: “This paper (made in the reign of 
King George the Second, A. D. 1729) was 
found by T. B. Drew inthe court-house at 
Plymouth, Mass., after its partial destruction 
by fire in the year 1881.“ 

Another writ, dated Feb. 20, 1720, in the 
reign of King George the First, commands 
the attachment of “the goods or estate of 
Robert Woodward of Sistuate, in the County 
of Plimouth, bondman, to the value of £5, 
and for want thereofto take the body of 
said Robert Woodward and him safely keep,“ 


etc. 

About one-half of each writ is printed in 
the | ancient type of that age, but the 
remainder is written apparently with a fine 
quill pen. The writing is faded to a light 
brown, butis, for the most part, plainly 
legible, the only hindrance to speedy tran- 
scription being the peculiar mode of formin 
letters so prevalent among ancient Engli 
and French writers of that date. 

The “stamp and seal mentioned in the 
writs consistof an almost illegible impres- 
sion on sealing wax that has hardened and 
apparently crystallized to the brittleness of 
giass. 


The seal is made on the oldest writ 
in a very unique manner. A drop of wax 
was evidently spread onthe corner of the 
writ, and on that was laid a strip of paper 
about one inch square. The seal was then 
—— by bringing the stamp violently 

own on this bit of paper. The impression, 
which 1s plainlv delineated through both pieces 
uf paper and the wax, caused the wax to stick 
the two papers together solidly, thus produ- 
cing a seal that is not so likely to be effaced 
by age or rough usage as in the case of wax 
one. 

The three writs cover the closing * 4 of 
George I. and beginning of George al- 
though dated only eight or nine years apart. 

There is no ap ble difference in their 
legibility, the older ones, if ee being 
somewhat plainer, — probably been 
written with a different quality of ink. On the 
back of each paper is the reportof the Sheriff, 
written m as Sheriffs’ memoranda are 
now made. The marks of both fire and 
water are plainly visibie on all the writs, one 
of them being burned and crumbling at the 
top. It appears they were a portion of the 
ancient court records or relics of the City of 
Piymouth, and were found after the burning 
of the court-house six years ago. The fire 
engines evidently deluged the papers with 
water, butthe ink by that time seems to 
have dried and hardened to such an extent 
that, although much faded, the water did not 
lessen the legibility.

and the consequent industrial depression. The

The landscape that does not speak as instanta- 
neously, as spontaneously as nature; which, in- 
stead of doing this, distracts the eye with the 
painter's materials or absorbs attention with his 
skill apart from his theme, does not accomplish 
the prime purpose of art. If, on the other hand, 
in addition to presenting nature with that simple 
truthfulness which makes one forget art itself, 
the painter fills the soul of the observer with 
noble thoughts, he has performed his highest 
function, 

There are certain times of day when the Rous- 
seau landscape caanot be seeh; when in Cole- 
ridge’s lines one would be tempted to say of it: 

Deep is the air, and dark, substantiai black 

An ebon mass. 

An ebon mass it will appear to all who do not 
see it in the morning, or who pass it by with a 
solitary glance. Explored in sufficient light to 
develop its depth, it will be found a striking and 
superb work. Not one sight of it will be enough. 
Its deeps are more numerous, its nuances more 
elusive than cursory examination will reveal. It 
presents nature in her might, in her dignity and 
power. It is the solid earth, with its foundation 
of rock cleaving with sharp roots down into the 
strata yet untapped by scienee. The fissures 
which close study detects, the shadows which 
prove to be new deeps, the lights that are found, 
perhaps, to be sheep or shrubs when pursued to 
their real localities, the wonderful skill 
by which light and shade are made 
as nature makes them—part of ber- 
self, and not mere layers of color, the marvelous 
repose with which the picture is imbued, consti- 
tute only part of its impressiveness. Over the 
ebon mass, which proves to be the real mother 
earth, à lovely sky expands, whose graciousness 
and subtlety even poets have failed to convey. 

Equally substantial in its presentation of nat- 
ure as an entity, but wholly different in the senti- 
ment and the emotions inspired, is Corot’s. He 
calls it the “Environs of Paris.” Possibly the 
green lane, subdued in the gentle afternoon at- 
mosphere, the dim, distant roofs are actually 
selected from the veritable features of the coun- 
try round about the Capital, whose character- 
istics are easily remembered. But the value of 
the scene is not in its materials; the painter 
might have chosen a theme in Nor- 
mandy or Spain and, treated in the 
same lovely spirit, the effect would be 
identical. Nature’s peaceful serenity is here 
embodied as truthfully as her majesty and power 
rest upon the Rousseau landscape which he did 
not trouble himself to name at all. These two 
pictures transcend in worth any other two in the 
entire collection, because they completely sup- 
press and keep out out of sight the method by 
which they were made to tell their story, to per- 
form their office; and because of their elevation 
and moral truth. The most undevout must feel in 
the Rousseau a.senge that the hand that made the 
éarth whose everlasting adamant is there before 
the eyes is Divine. The most sullen, gazing upon 
the Corot, must feel the warming rays of the love 
and sweetness of God. 

There are not many landscapes in the collec- 
tion that express nature in her moods, as distinct 
from her whole being; but the Troyon (428) and 
the Diaz (133) may justly be so classified. The 
other landscapes give us either charactcristics of 
nature, such as the admirable “ Silver Birches” 
of Parton (342) or the Welsh scene (261) by B. 
W. Leader, painted with the definitive muscular 
clearness, the full body of main detail peculiar 
to the English landscapists. There are some 
attempts at classical landscape style more or 
less spurious in idea and artificial in effect; they 
are too obvious in the collection to require 
naming. 

The landscapes that deal with nature only in 
transitory phases are numerous. Many of them 
are so near being total failures that they are very 
sagaciously skyed by the Hanging Committee. 
Of the successful examples one of the most 
pleasing is Appleton Brown's First Hint of 
Autumn” (68), whose elements are three—thin 
foliage softly but briliiantly lighted, water shal- 
low enough for light, deep enough for shadows, 
and sky gentle and harmonious. The whole et- 
fect is poetical and dainty, the treatment of the 
theme being fastidious rather than scholarly. The 
stereotyped Murphy landscapes, so familiar with 
their repeated yellows and greens, with the hori- 
zontal orange and undefined centres, belong also 
in this category. They are very taking pictures: 
but it is possible that Mr. Murphy is repeating 
himself into stagnation. Bolton Jones’ Au- 
tumn (242) isa faithful study of the surface of 
a hilly upland with well worked but low features, 
such as suggest a fox cover; and his Spring is 
also an excellent example of close study of 
nature without poetizing. Indeed, in the frugal 

and rigorous fidelity with which he applies him- 
self simply to natural aspects, with no other ap- 
parent object than to set forth his mis- 
tress in the least ornamental garb in 
which he can catch her; with no purpose 
beyond actually repeating on canvas the frugal- 
ity of his own spirit, Bolton Jones is exactly the 
reverse of what Johnson said Goldsmith was— 
„poet, historian, naturalist.” To him nature is 
the primrose by the river’s brim, and so he 
paints her with capital truth and unfailing loy- 
alty. 
The Barnsley landscapes, “ Afternoon at But- 
teaux, France” (18) and After the Rain“ (19), 
may better be described as depictions of condi- 
tions of nature than of her being or her charac- 
teristics or her caprices. Their value is in the 
closeness of the artist to his subject, his use of 
all the familiar things without vulgarizing any, 
his clear atmosphere, and genial sentiment. He 
is neither trifling, dilettant, nor evasive. All 
thines found before him properly belonging to 
his theme he sets before us without bothering 
his head to make them seem other than honest, 
sympathetic, and wholesome. There is a very 
delicate but perfectly rational treatment of light 
in the former, and the effect of it is to carry one 
away into verdure and contentment. George 
Inness’ Sunshine After Rain is a more erudite 
composition, and would properly be ranked far 
above the Rarnsley French villages; but it is 
doubtful whether it conveys as pure or as prompt 
a pleasure as the latter. A landscape which at- 
tracts by its force and repels by its hardness is 
Mosler’s “ Birthplace of William Tell,” which is 
painted too rigidly tor ideal beauty, although the 
characteristics of the subject are preserved so 
exactly that any one who has seen it finds it 
strictly historical. To have been something more 
of the poet and less of the historian would have 
been artistic prudence.

BOODLEISM UNDER COLOR OF LAW. 

The attempt of one of the stockholders of 
the Chicago Gaslight & Coke Company to en- 
zom the mortgaging of tne property of that 
company as the basis for the issuance of 
bonds by the Chicago Gas Trust Company has 
brought out the tact that the bonds have al- 
ready been issued and sold and the proceeds 
distributed as “ dividends among the stock- 
holders. The total issue authorized was 
$10,000,000, the ampunt marketed $7,650,000, 
the price realized being 9% cents on a dollar, 
making 158 per cent boodle dividend on the 
stock, the bundle dividend being $7,267,500, 
every dollar of which represents unearned 
wealth—mere swag filched from the ꝓublic 
under color of law by a process — or 
at least first put into practice on a large 
scale, by that octopus the Standard Oil Com- 


pany. 

This is not the first time substantially the 
same game has been played in Chicago in 
connection with gas. Without going to the 
trouble of organizing a trust the ring in 
charge of the People’s Gaslight & Coke Com- 
pany, which is to the West Division what 
the Chicago Gaslight & Coke Company is to 
the South and North Divisions, issued two 
series of bonds, aggregating 4, , O00, the 
proceeds of which, according to the subse- 
quent court records, were divided among the 
few fayored stockholders as “stock divi- 
dends.” That was about fourteen years ago, 
and ever since then the City of Chicago and 
other burners of gas on the West Side have 
been paying extortionate rates for gas to keep 
up the fixed or interest charges on those 
bonds, the excuse for high charges being 
that the company could not sell it 
cheaper without losing money. That 
was an isolated case, and it was 
hard to arouse public indignation to 
the point of redress; but the syndicate which 
has laid hands on the Chicago Gaslight & 
Coke Company bores with a big auger. It is 
said to have already secured control of the 
gas plants of no less than thirty-two 
cities and is reaching out for more. 
Tt is believed that nothing short of a 
drag net large enough to take them all in 
will satisfy the insatiabie appetite of this 
monster devilfish. These men play with mill- 
ions as familiarly as the old county ring dia 
with thousands. 

These bonds practically hold up the entire 
community of the South and North Divisions 
of Chicago, compelling the payment of trib- 
ute to the amount of $100,000 a year without 


any value received. Not one n 
is supplied nor is the quality improved in con-

The Boston Traveller has 
printed recently a statement of her case by 
authority, from which it appears that her 
present sad condition was cavsed by the habit 
of using chloral. Seven years ago, while suf- 
fering from insomnia and nervous exhaus-

flower water and chloral, and to this the 
calamity is due.

ization in the last half-century. Did Wat, 
Stephenson, Arkwright, Howe, Fulton, Whit- 
ney, McCormick, Bessemer, Morse, and Edi- 
son do nothing to create capital or wealth! 
Is every hedger and ditcher or hodcarrier to 
be counted as a factor in the production of 
wealth, while no allowance is made for 
the mental labor. of the great invent- 
ors who have caused, the steam engine 
to “toil with a slave's docility and more 
than a giant’s strength”! Is the brain- 
work of a man, that dispenses with the toil 
of a thousand, of no account? Is not the 
statement of such a proposition enough to 
prove its absurdity? In the economy of the 
world mere unskilied physical toil is only 
one degree above animal power, and labor 
becomes really valuable only in the propor- 
tion that it is mixed with brains.“ In value 
there is no comparison whatever between the 
efforts of a mere physical toller and the la- 
bors of a trained and gifted brain-worker. 
In value to society one Watt, Stephenson, 
Fulton, Howe, or Edison will outweigh tens 
of thousands of mere drudges, for the reason 
that such brain-workers produce immensely 
more wealth than armies of manual toilers. 
All the manual force of the human race, 
with the strength of all the horses added, is 
not equal to the mechanical forces set 
at work in the United States by 
inventive brains. Think of the power that 
18 got out of coal to generate steam, and the 
effect of the product applied to the pro- 
pulsion of vessels, cars, and machinery! 
Think of the cunning, wonderful machines 
doing work like automaton men—thousands of 
labor-saving contrivances producing wealth 
and scarcely requiring human attention—and 
then have the hardihood to claim the lion’s 
share for mere muscle—leaving only the 
fox’s share to brains. 

Before 1793 a negro slave could not possi- 
bly pick more than four pounds of cotton in 
a day. Whitney invented the cotton-gin and 
it at once became possible for one person in 
an ordinary work-day to prepare over 300 
pounds, thereby reducing the price of a yard 
of cotton goods toadime that would have 
cost a dollar. What comparison can be made 
between Whitney and the toiling blacks as 
producers of wealth? In a period 
of twenty-seven years following Whit- 
ney’s discovery the production of cot- 
ton in the United States advanced from 188, 000 
pounds per annum to 127,860,000, or an in- 
crease of nearly a thousandfoid! Such was 
the astounding result following the applica- 
tion of brain power to an industry previously 
worked by slight-skilled physical labor. 
Pages could be filled with the enumeration 
of brain triumphs only a few degrees less 
significant. The power loom driven by steam 
enables one person to do the work 
of ten or twenty. The sewing-ma- 
chine enabied one woman to accomplish 
the work of a roomful of hand-sewers. With 
a Boston bootmaker a single workman 
can turn out dozens of pairs of boots daily. 
Manipulated by two or three men a Hoe or 
Bullock perfect printing-press will per- 
form the work of 500 hand-pressmen. In a 
little over ten years after the practical intro- 
duction of the McCormick reaper and its 
companion devices the production of 
wheat, rye, oats, and barley in the United 
States had more than doubled and the farm- 
ers were relieved of their hardest, severest 
toil. In fact it cannot be gainsaid that the 
development of the great West and North- 
west is owing to three great causes: the in- 
vention of the steamboat, the invention of 
railroads, and the improvement of agricult- 
ural machinery. Brain power made possible 
that which no amount of mere physical toil 
could have accomplished, and the cost of 
food was reduced one-half and the article 
rendered so abundant and cheap that the 
poorest workman in the city may eat of 
white bread all that he can contain. 

Brain power, whether manifested in in- 
ventive genius or in the management of great 
enterprises, isthe prime source of wvalth 
and progress. To hold that such thinking 
workers must surrender the fruits of their 
incalculable labor to mere physical toilers, 


accord with him on that question 
if on no other. Sixteen years ago it an- 
nounced that the only foundation upon which 
a permanent and honest civil-service struct- 
ure could be reared was an amendment to the 
Constitution making the President elective 
for a term of six years and ineligible for a 
second term, and it still adheres to that pol- 
icy. Its soundness is evidenced by the pres- 
ent extraordinary efforts to secure renomina- 
tion and reélection made by the President 
who was elected upon pledges to reform the 
civil service and who has now trampled upon 
his own words, yielded to the alluremens of 
power and the temptation to retain public 
place once gained,” and menaced the Goy- 
ernment by the people with serious danger to 
that calm, deliberate, and intelligent politi- 
cal action which must oharacterize it.“ There 
is no danger, however. The signs of the 
times are abundant. everywhere that his 
cwn party will hola him down strictly to the 
very letter of his agreement. As the New 
York Sun gaid the other day: “By an un- 
written convention the pretense of his popu- 
larity and greatness is kept up to the very 
endas a starting point for new political 
movements and a convenient cover for the 
undeveloped and unavowed plans of party 
leaders.“ 


JUDGING THE HEATHEN. 

One of the most noticeable paintings in the 
art gallery of the Inter-State Exposition rep- 
resents Queen Isabella agonizing over the 
question of banishing the Jews from Spain. 
The artist has depicted the greatest anxiety 
to do what duty required. This representa- 
tion does not belie history. The worst of 
crimes on the largest of scale have been 
committed in the name of religion at the in- 
stigation of dogmatic theologians actuated 
perhaps by a sense of right as they under- 
stood it. The records of the medieval ages 
are mainly occupied in setting forth the wars 
and persecutions instigated by a solemn and 
overmastering determination to uphold and 
promote “the faith once delivered unto the 
saints ’’ as understood by the theologians of 
that day. The desolating thirty years’ Ger- 
man war was one of these bloody struggles. 
It is the honorable boast of the modern 
church that it has outgrown that method of 
piety. One of the most familiar and con- 
spicuous evidences of this outgrowth for 
more than two generations was the oldest 
and largest of our foreign missionary socie- 
ties, the American Board, According to the 
American Cyclopedia, which has just re- 
ceived the quasi-indorsement of the Presi- 
dent of the United States, this organization 
is non-sectarian, but for two or three years its 
annual meetings have seemed to have for 
their main purpose the dispelling of this no- 
tion. The chief feature of the session of 


this year, at Springfield, Mass., last week, 


was theological debate and decision. The 
entire non-Christian world from the re- 
motest age, thousands of years before 
Christ, to the present hour, was arraigned 
before the judgment seat of this tribunal, and 
on a purely ex-parte trial not only pronounced 
guilty but sentenced to close confinement 
in Hades forever, clothea with power to stand 
fire without being consumed thereby. In all 
that august tribunal was found no one to 
undertake the defense of the accused. Ordi- 
nary courts refuse to proceed with the trial 
unless the accused has the benefit of coun- 
sel, but ecclesiastics are not so squeamish. 
The nearest approach to defense was an 
earnest protest against the jurisdiction of 
the court. The learned doctors of the higher 
law connected with the Andover Theological 
Seminary and the theological department of 
Yale College declared that the board had no 
business to sit in judgment upon those 
who had never so much as heard 
the name of Jesus; but a Chicago 
professor bf theology, Dr. Boardman, in- 
sisted that the trial should go on and the sen- 
tence of lost and damned be pronounced. As 
usual, Chicago had its way. So far as can be 
inferred from the published proceedings of 
the court all the delegates or jurors from this 
city sustained Dr, Boardman and helped 
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precinct. This transfer must be made on 
the day already named, the i8th of 
October. This fact will have especial interest 
for the residents of the suburbs. Thousands of 
them have moved into their present homes within 
the last six months and thousands of others have 
not been registered under the new law, which 
applies now to all parts of Hyde Park, Lake, 
Cicero, Jefferson, and Lake View. Most of those 
non-resident citizens will want to vote next eleo- 
tion-day on account of annexation. They ought, 
therefore, to get registered without fail. The an- 
nexation clubs ought to take this matter in hand 
at once and make special efforts to get every 
voter registered the 18th inst., for that is the only 
day on which it can be done. Those who have 
been previously registered and who have not 
changed their residence need not trouble them- 
selves about this matter. ,

Lying Helpless at Her Home and Partially

thing About the Songstress Whose Voice 
Charmed 80 Many Nations—The Wash-

THE CHOLERA IN NEW YORK. 


Condition of the Affected Passengers of the 
Alesia—The Captain Held for Trial. 
New York, Oct. 8.—Health Officer Smith 
has prepared a report of the cholera cases 
that were thrust upon his hands by the 
steamer Alesia from Naples. It states that 
the disease has been very virulent and rapid 
in its fatality in the majority of cases. In 
several instances the patients were well at 
one inspection and nearly pulseless 
twelve - hours later. The report also 
tells how the ship was fumigated. It was 
thoroughly washed with boiling water twice, 
and afterwards with a solution of corrosive 
sublimate—two parts to 1,000 of water. All 
clothing and textile tabrics were soaked in 
boiling water for hours, and 100 pounds of 
sulphur was twice burned in the hold. Of 
the eight cases removed from the ship on her 
arrival. five died and three recovered.

al to quarantine, in number eleven, four re- 
covered, five are convalescent, and the re- 
maining two are seriously ill. Dr. Smith 
thinks infection is now entirely destroyed.

COSTLY SPORT IN MAINE. 


Three Wealthy Bostonians Pay $2,000 for 
Killing Two Deer. 

BaN GOR, Me., Oct. 6.—{New York World.] 
-The greatest excitement over the enforce 
ment of the Maine game laws since the mur- 
der of the two game wardens abouta year 
ago was caused here today by the arrest of 
three Boston sportsmen and their guide by 
two of the shrewdest deer wardens in the 
employ of the State. The close time on deer 
expired last Saturday. and six days before 
the close the three Bostonians came nere and 
went to Burlington, a little town twenty 
miles from Bangor. Their guns and their 
whole shooting outfit were packed in trunks,

had shot them then. They are 
rich men and spared no nse. 
They hired Reuben Sibley, one of the 
best Maine guides, and when he declined go- 
ing on account of the Maine law they told 
him that the wardens were not smart 
enough to catch them in the heart of the 
Maine forests, and should they do so all of 
his fines would be settled. So the guide 
went along, and they also took a deerhound 
— a beagle valued at several hundred dol- 


rs. 

Commissioner Stilwell got wind of the mat- 
ter and sent Charles Pond of Princeton and 
Albert French of Machias after the sports- 
men. They reached their camp, and re- 
mained within sight of them for three days 
before close time The wardens 
would foliow the sportsmen by day, dodging, 
Indian fashion, from tree to tree.

The Slavery of Ball- Players. 

Under the head of “ Base-Ball Slavery” the 
Philadelphia Times contains the following edito- 
rial on the prospective conflict between the 
league and the Players’ Brotherhood: 


“Trouble has broken out among the ball-play- 
ers which threatens to become serious, It is one 
phase of the same old contest between capital 
and labor. The capitalists who own the ball 
clubs have made certain arbitrary laws to 
which the players object. For seit- pro- 
tection the latter have formed a brotherhood 
and ask for arbitration. President Young of the 
National League will listen to a Committee of 
gore, as such, but declines to treat with the 

rotherhood. President Ward of the brother- 
hood has written an open letter to President 
Young which is ih the nature of an ultimatum. 
In it he accepts the issue forced upon us,“ an 
adds that, “Since we cannot forw wi 

ou, we will be obliged to go alohe.“ This plain- 
y means war. 

“ Base-ball law is as intricate as it is curious. 
The league andj association, the two great base- 
ball organizations, practically control all the 
players in the land. They are bound by the 
same rules. These rules allow geh club at the 
end of the playing season to resefve a certain 
numberof men, and these men have absolutely 
no choice in the matter. They must play as 
they are ordered or the blacklist is the re- 
suit, They may desire to go to other club 
at higher salaries, but are prohibited. An 
club however, can sell a man out- 
right to another club, as Chicago a few 
months ago sold a player to Boston for $10,000, 
The player has absolutely no rights in the mat- 
ter whatever. He may have a home of his own 
and a family to support, but if ordered to do so 
— pull up stakes for another city or quit play- 
ng ball. In other words, the moment he be- 
comes a member of a base-ball club he is no 
longer master of himself, but is subject toa 
slavery such as no corporation, however power- 
ful, would dare enforce. He must sign a contract 
to play—a contract so one-sided that while he 
can never protest, his employers can break it at 
a moment's notice. 

„ Among the ball-players there are some edu- 
cated men. One of these is President Ward of 
the brotherhood, who has studied law and is not 
dependent upon base-ball playing. Such men 
naturally object to being driven around like 
slaves. ey do not propose to be sold with- 
out fconsent, and do not propose to be made 
the objects of deals unless they can have 
a voice in them and a share of the profits. 
They fully understand that much of tne 
base-bal] law would be knocked to pieces in 
court, but the difficulty is to gain anything more 
than a temporary advantage through the courts. 

hile a player might get damages a general un- 

erstanding would prevent him from getting em- 
ployment thereafter in any elub. ence it is 
that the brotherhood desires arbitration rather 
than appeal to the law. 

„% Most of the base-ball clubs make a at deal 
of money. There is a vast capital involved, and, 
of course, the capitalists do not intend, if they 
can help it, to alter a system which makes for- 
tunes for them yearly. The ideal system would 
allow each club to secure its men as a dramatic 
organization gets its players—by paying the 
highest salaries for the persons desired, e ob- 
jection to this is that much of the profits would 
go in fabulous salaries, force up by sharp com- 

tition. This will never be accomplished, and 
the players do not as a body demand it. What 
they do demand, however, is a tion of 
the slavery features. 

- What the protherhood intends to dois not 
yet apparent. It can accomplish nothing unless 
united. If all the best-known players in the 
country could stand out for their rights and re- 
fuse to play a change might come, for it is the 
favorit players that make base-ball interest- 
ing and not the contests between unknown 
youngsters. But anything else than unity would 
prove fatal and the readed black- list would soon 
settle the controversy in favor of the capitalists.

Seated upon a marble slab in a room 
the temperature registered 135° of heat, en- 
veloped in a cloud of steam, George Francis 
Train, citizen, philosopher, and crank, held 
high court and greeted Tuz TRIBUNE report- 
er in his own inimitable style. Rejecting the 
outstretced hand of his guest, Mr. Train 
said: I touch no man’s hand. I greet you 
as the Chinese do. They shake hands with 
themselves, thus,” and Train  illus- 
trated this by clasping his hands and 
going through the customary salutation. 
I will jam that word Anarchist down the 
throats of the American people. Do I look 
like a destroyer? Train the white rabbit, 
that sat in Central Park, New York City, has 
become a Bengal tiger, a devastater, a terror 
to the powers that be. Now, honestly, do I 
look like a man of that class“ 

Imagine a man 58 years of age, with the 
physique of a Hercules, hair and beard heav- 
ily tinged with gray, the master of every 
modern language, a brain seething with un- 
heard of thoughts and a tongue quick enough 
to give them utterance, and you have a faint 
conception of the only George Francis Train. 

Look at me,“ said he, drawing himself to 
his full hight and displaying a physical de- 
velopment of which Sullivan might be proud, 
„look at me and tell me that I am a maniac, 
Do you not know that a healthy mind goes 
with a healthy body? Iam Psycho. I stand 
onthe mountain top and can look over the 
heads of the millions who lie groveling in the 
valley. I do not wonder that they me in- 
sane. If I saw aman such as I am I would 
be — 1 to pronounce him insane. I 
started Irish immigration to the United States 
and made Ireland in the United States 

ter than Ireland of the British Empire. 
ence Train is insane! Thirty-five years 
ago I stood in Chicago and outlined the mag- 
nificent West as it now is; predicted the 
on ef Chicago; its destruction by fire; 
oresaw the invention of electric lights; 
planned and executed the construction of 
the t transcontinental railroads; founded 
the City of Omaha, and now own $20,000,000 
wortn of property there, upon which stand 
over 1,000 houses, Certainly, Train is in- 
sane! Blind Tom is insane, but he’s a mas- 
ter of the piano. I hold the people in my 
hands. I shall capture Chicago; I know it; 
feel it; am certain of it. It is in the air. 
Hang the Anarchists? Never. Tbey do not 
intend to hang them; they dare not hang 
them. Nov. ll. That is after election. 
Von’t you see? It is a put-up job, 

“T have changed my mind about the coffins 
and ropes at my lecture tomorrow night. I 
won't use them. Mrs. Nifia Spies has re- 
quested that I refrain from doing this at 
present. She is right. I guess it would be 
as wellto drop the Anarchists on the first 
lecture.“ 

Train inquired about scores of the old resi- 
dents of Chicago, many of whom are now 
dead. Among others he mentioned Kinsley, 
and was astounded when informed that he 
was alive and the proprietor of a large cater- 
ing establishment. 

* Why,“ said he, “I got Kinsley the job of 
train boy on the Union Pacific Road years 
ago. ell, well. I shail live to be 200 years 
old,“ continued Train after a moment’s 
pause. Look at my hand; see the rich red 
blood coursing through the veins. Twenty 
thousand pores to the square inch. I have 
enough electro-magnetic power to send a dis- 
patch through 1,000 miles of wire.“ 

After the bath Train, Devine, and Tan 
TRIBUNE reporter took a carriage and enjoyed 
a spin around the city. At the office of the 
Western Newsman he was handed a letter from 
Miss Nifia Van Zandt. The letter stated that 
the writer and Miss Spies had been unable 
to find Train the previous evening. She ap- 
preciated the work he was. doing, but sug- 
gested that it would be im politio to display 
coffins and hangman’s ropes at the present 
time. She also suggested that the word 
Anarchist be eliminated from the name of 
ftis new paper. The pegple do not know 
what anarchy 1s,” said writer, “and any 
mention of the word tends to influence pub- 
lic opinion.“ 

Train read the letter carefully, borrowed a 
piece of paper from the reporter, and rapidly 
wrote as follows: 

DEAR Miss NINA Spires: Will do as you say. 
Will not touch on Anarchists at present. No 
coffins. No ropes. Shall save your husband, 
You are a trumpess. G. F. T. 

By this time several hundred people had 
surrounded the carri „Jam here to 
save the Anarchists,” said Train in loud, 
clear accents, turning to the rapidly increas- 
ing crowd. My name is George Francis 
Train and I shall capture Chicago inside ot a 
week. Take a copy of 1 ** — He 
grabbed a pile of Train’s Daily cho-An- 
archist and handed them right and left. The 
800 people surrounding the carriage made a 
rush to obtain the proffered paper. Devine, 
becoming alarmed, ordered the driver to go 


on. 

Later in the day a carriage was driven 
through the streets covered with the follow- 
ing sign: 

: GEORGE FRANCIS TRAIN : 
: wild lecture at 
the Princess Theatre 
Sunday, Oct. 9, 
at 10 o’cloc 

Editor Devine had considerable trouble in 
securing the hall. The police will be obliged 
to pay if they desire admission, said Train. 
In New York City fifty policemen were 
presentin citizens’ clothes, but they had to 
walk up to the captain’s office and settle. If 
any policeman dares to interfere with me in 
exercising my rights asan American citizen 
he will regret the day. Les, sir, I mean it. 
They know it in New York. They will learn 
it in Chicago.“ 

Train did not put in an appearance at the 
jail yesterday, although it was supposed 
that he would make an effort to see the An- 
archists. 

The first copy of Train’s Daily Psycho-An- 
archist was issued yesterday. It contains 
twenty-three columns of the most incompre- 
hensible gibberish ever penned by a writer. 
Facts, fiction, history, bombast, rhetoric, al- 
leged poetry, and unmeaning phrases are 
mingled in a screed that challenge imitation. 
There are flashes of intelligence and even 
genius, but these gems are buried in a con- 
glomeration of senseless verbiage. 

The members of the Anarchists’ Defense 
Committee say they can getall the money 
they need to carry matters before the United 
States Supreme Court. The various labor 
organizations are contributing freely, and 
some money is being raised at various points 
throughout the country. Probably $5,000 will 
cover everything, and that they expect 
to raise without much trouble. 

L. S. Oliver, Fred Long, S. Allsopp, and G.

Loxpon, Oct. 8.—[New York World Cable, ] 
—In the Commonwealth of today William Mor- 
ris, the poet of the proletariat, calls upon the

At that mee 1 
bomb was thrown which killed and wounded 
several policemen. The-police fired on the meet- 
and the workmen defended themselves, and 
the capitalistic Government took this oppor- 
tunity of hatching an accusation against our 
comrades, 1 them to trial. and condemned 
them in the teeth of the evidence. On their appeal, 
they have been kept in prison for more a 
year and recondemned by a court which is prac- 
tically the same as the first one. These men are 
really condemned for supporting workmen in 
their strike and for speak out their 
on the vile, misc 
of America and civilization generally. 
are persecuted for holding and expressing opin- 
ions which we hold and express, whether we call 
ourselves Anarchists or Socialists, and for apply- 
ing those opinions to events of a passing day and 
the oppression of American workmen going on 
under their eyes. Their persecution is an in ter- 
rorem measure, directed against the freedom of 
8 in America and it will be a to 
ritish workmen, whatever their politics may 
be, if they do not express themselves clearly and 
emphatically on this attack on the liberties 
which the United States has been supposed to 
ee so jealously. but which it would seem are 
ut one-sided affairs after ali.

Eastern manufacturers and New York and 
Boston Custom-House officials. The secret 
investigators have discovered that choice 
unwashed Australian wools, which cost 21 
cents in European markets, are taking the 
place of American wools of the same grade, 
Which are sold in the home market for 27 
cents. But the tariff on the foreign article 
is 10 cents per pound, which ought 
to make it cost the American buyer 31 cents, 
not counting expenses of shipping. One of 
the discoveries made was that the custom- 
house officials in New York had been under- 
valuing wool entered at that port, thus re- 
ducing the tariff to such an extent as to 
enable the higher grades to sell below even 
the medium and lower grades of the Ameri- 
can article. One instance in particular 
showed a saving of 20 cénts on each pound. 
Scoured wool, on which the tariff is do, was 
entered as waste wool at 10 cents per pound, 
and it came in by the ship-load, the custom- 
house officers passing it in this manner with 
a readiness that gave rise to very loud sus- 
l Ha ho Secre-

Other similar transactions of even great- 
er Magnitude are alleged by the wooi men, 
who declare that a ring exists among certain 
manufacturers and importers in the Land 
the exporters beyond the Atlantic.

Said a leading Commissioner: ‘I believe 
one of the ny ay rings ever organized in this 
country has n manipulating the wool mar- 
ket through connivance with custom-house 
authorities at New York and Boston. They 
have, by undervaluation, passed millions of 
pounds of wool through*the ports and have 
loaded the market with it. ey have been 
able to supply the demand with foreign wools 
at 9 — that defied American competition, 
and while we have been at tneir mercy we 
knew nothing of their existence. 

he effect of the depression cannot be 
estimated. The Eastern manufacturers who 
are in the ring will be abie to defy the com- 
petition of the Western manufacturer as well 
as those in the East who were outside. This 
not only hurts the Western manufacturers 
and the less favored manufacturersin the 
East, but it injures the American wool 
grower wherever he is to be found. It has 
a worked great injury to the wool 
factors in St. Louis, as well asin the East, 
and nobody knows whén or where it will 
stop. There is no doubt that an amazing 
amount of crookedness has been in progress, 
and that somebody has been bene im- 
mensely by it. Our organization is bound to 
stop it, and when that is done I think the 
condition of affairs will suddenly change.“

She Maharajah is the only son of Runjeet 
Singh, “the Lion of the Punjab,“ and the 
Maharanee a little Syrian school-girl from 
Cairo. In 1876 I visited Miss Whatley's 
house at Cairo, and there she told me the 
story of the Maharajah’s betrothal. Duleep 
Singh was on hig return from Bombay, where 
he had gone with the body of his deceased 
mother in order to carry out her instructions 
to cremate it, according to the custom of the 
Sikhs, on the sou of India. He was not al- 
jowed to enter the Punjab, for fear of popular 
excitement, and therefore soon returned, 
and it was during his stay at Cairo that he 
made the acquaintance of Miss Whatley, 
‘who had determined, as she told me, that 
“an Oriental Prince should not be be- 
guiled into marrying an English lady of 
fashion.” Se took the young Maharajah to 
her school; and there, seated modestly in 
the front of the group, was a pretty, dark- 
eyed Syrian maid, ‘who captivated the 
Prince’s heart at a single glance. Miss 
Whatley, who is a sister of the well-known 
Archbishop of Dublin, always prided herself 
op this excellent match; but it is a question 
now whether an English lady of fashion 
would not have controlled the destinies of 
Duleep Singh far better than the Syrian 
school-girlL 

Writing of the Maharajah reminds me of a 
visit I made some years ago to his father’s 
tomb at Lahore; the Capital of the Punjab. 
It is a white structure of exceeding symmet- 
rical proportions, with adomein the centre 
of five graceful minarets. Runjeet Singh’s 
mausoleum is in the centre of the building, 
under the dome, and is a tomblike structure. 
On the top of tne centre of the tomb 
is a white rose surrounded with five 
lilies. The white rose covers the 
cremated remains of the great 
Rajah, and the little white lilies those of his 
five wives who threw themselves on his fun- 
eral-pile. The mother of Duleep Singh de- 
onned the honor of being burnt alive, and, 
as I have said, accompanied her son eep 
to England. indeed, as Runjeet's other wives 
were childless, it has always been asserted 
by the Sikhs themselves that Duleep 
Bingh was the son of his mother 

hrough an intrigue with one of the 

jah’s water-carriers. It is, therefore, 
pretty generally believed in India that Rus- 
bins distinguished Oriental quest is, after all, 
ef very doubtful origin. DuleepSingh, how- 
ever, Was — by his father as his law- 
ful heir; and in a court such as that of La- 
hore it must have been a wise father whe 
knew his own son. 

On the death of Runjeet a regency was 
established, but intrigues and jealousies soon 
led to British angexation. In 1848 the young 
Maharajah was placed under the guardian- 
ship of the Rev. Mr. Jay, a reti ‘Indian 
Chaplin, and, when a youth embraced 
Christianity. He was a baptized Christian 
when he married at Cario. On his estate in 
Suffolk he cultivated the habits of an English 
gentieman. When I visited him, some years 
ago. I found the whole household usually as- 


gembled, morning and evening, for family 


rayer; and, when no minister was present, 
— Maharajah conducted the prayers 
himself. The religious school of thought 
in which the Maharajah and the Maharanee 
were brought up was that of the narrowest 
» jow-church a type which has not us- 
ually formed the best education for Princes;

Frequent visits to Continental cities some- 
what unsettied the domestic morals of this 
Oriental Christian, and an hereditary pre-

fluence, family prayers ceased, missionary 
contributions fell into arrears, debts in- 

and to the godly admonitions of 
missionaries and missionary societies the 
renegade Rajah turned a deaf ear. He was 
soon surrounded by bad men, whose advice 
forced him to play the role of a wily poli- 
ticlan. The advance of Russia in Central 
Asia, and the great political import- 
ance of the Ameer of Cabul, suggested 
to the mind of Duleep Singh that possibly a 
little self-assertion and a little treason might 
awake the British Government to a sense of 
his importance as the representative of a 
warlike Indian race. He renounced 
is Christianity, forsook his little Syrian 
wife, and issued a manifesto to the Sikh 
Nation claiming the throne of his father. 
But it all fell flat. His renunciation of the 
creed of Baba Nanuk and his suspected 
illegitimate birth had long since estranged 
the feelings of the e; and, if it were 
ble to create a Sikh rebellion in the 
of the Five Rivers, there are other 
Bikh Princes better able than this Maharajah 
to lead such an enterprise. The British made 
short work of his Highness. He was travel- 
ing with leisurely dignity on his great mis- 
sion ina P. & O. steamer, when at Aden he 
was informed that a return passage had been 
secured for him and that he must 
not land im India. A Sikh rebellion 
would be indeed a serious matter for 
England, for never were the British forces 
more evenly fought than on the battlefields 
of Multan, Chillianwala, and Ghaznee. There 
are about ten regiments of Sikhs in the In- 
dian army, acknowledged by British officers 
to de the unest regiments in the service, and 
— most ng Bons other nan ye! — N there 
ave proportion of Sikh soldiers. 
The reli on of the Sikhs was founded b 
Nanuk, who died in A. D. 1588, and who left 
for the guidance of his followers an inspired 
volume ing the very uneuphonious title 
of the Grunth.“ This book is held in great 
reverence, and is carried every morning in 
solemn state to the Golden Temple of Immor- 
tality at Amritsir, where it is venerated by 
some three or four millions of people.

How the English and french People Con- 
trive to Be Sabbath- Breakers. 

Paris Letter in Boston Transcript: Out of 
France and in countries where the Protestant 
form of religion predominates the French are 
called Sabbath-breakers. This idea respect- 
ing them is very general in England, and 
some twenty or thirty years ago it inspired 
more horror than it does now. The fact is 
that the English have to a large extent be- 
come Sabbath-breakers themselves in a quiet 
way, and they have the good taste to be

Making a Business of Suicide—Why Jake 
Sharp’s Servants Have Not Left Him—

Vanderbilt were left in possession of the 
bulk of the estate and the control of the 
Vanderbilt railroads. In a business transac- 
tion, which your correspondent saw. in 
the original papers, a power of at- 
torney was shown under which Corne- 
lius has perpetual and irrevocable control of 
the entire railroad properties. William K. 
was by his father left in equal interest, ana 
it was the dead millionaire’s intention that 
they should divide the duties of management. 
But the younger man has decided to lead an 
easier life, and will hereafter have nothing 
to do with money-making. On the other 
hand, Cornelius Vanderbilt is ambitious to 
become te Vanderbilt; and his way 
is now clear to do 0. Willie, 
as his friends call him, has gone on a steam- 
yachting tour around the world, and he has 


hired the Beaufort Castle in Scotland, not 


for a season’s stay, but for five years. He 


lately wrote that he was negotiating for a 


piace in Southern France. It is understood 
to be his plan to establish residences in half- 
a-dozen attractive regions, so that he can 
shift his family from country to country as 
their wishes may dictate. He will aim for 
the rest of his life to enjoy himself sédcially. 

Cornelius Vanderbilt is, therefore, left the 
successor of his father and grandfather as

WONDERFUL PIECE OF MECHANISM. 


The Waterbury Clock That Is te Surpass 
the Strasburg Clock. 

The Waterbury Watch Company has al- 
most completed its wonderful clock, which, 
in its mechanism, is said to surpass the fa- 
mous clock of Strasburg. It will be com- 
pleted by early autumn and will then be on 


exhibition in several of the leading cities of 
the United States. Noone has yet seen it 
but the builders. The clock 1s 18 feet high, 
with a base of 7 feet; the width is 8 feet and 
it is 644 feet deep. Nearly all the choice and 
expensive varieties of wéod enter into its 
construction; also a numberless variety of 
metals. The cabinet work throughout is a 
marvel of beauty. Five long years have been 
consumed in its construction; sometimes 
four, at others five, men have been engaged 
in the work. Time is indicated in the usual 
manner by hours, minutes, and seconds; in 
addition half-seconds, eighths, sixteenths, 
and thirty-seconds. e day of the year, 
month, and week may also be taken from the 
dial. The number of wheels, parts, pinions, 
springs, and other parts of the mechanism is 
legion, allof which contribute to most won- 
derful and amusing exhibitions of historical 
events. The several phases of the moon are 
indicated. The entire system of the planets 
and solar systems are shown in perfect form 
and in all the varied revolutions. A perfect 
system of astronomy may be studied from 
the ingenious machinery. Many hundred 
figures represent distinguished clergymen, 
lawyers, physicians, orators, poets, mu- 
sicians, sculptors, artists, and actors; also 
distinguished men of all nations. These 
figures are said to be carved in wood from 
correct likenesses and are most complete 
representatives.

CRAFT WHICH WALKS THE 
WATER LIKE A THING OF LIFE. 


Frederick F. Campau’s Creation Which He 
Claims Will Travel Equally Well on Land 
or Water—Vast Possibilities Which Are 
Before the Inventor—The Life-Saving 
Service in Danger of Revolutl pace 
Annihilated at the Rate of Fifty Miles 


Detroit, Mich., Oct. 6.—[Special Corre- 
spondence.]—A craft that will travel equally 
well on land and water; that will run from 
| the land into the water, and vice versa; that 
will make fifty miles an hour; that is simple 
in construction, cheap in cost and operation, 
and safe—what are not its possibilities? 
This, in substance, asks its inventor, Fred- | 
erick F. Campau of Detroit, and the interest 
which this question and the appearance of 
the machine excites is likely to be wide- 
spread as soon as a trial of the queer vessel 
has been made, even though the experiment 
fails to bear out the more extravagant claims 
of its enthusiastic designer. It is simply a 
water-cycle on a mammoth scale, which will, 
it is claimed. navigate” the road ways of the 
land as well as the channels and shallows 
ofa stream. It is run by steam and can be 
got ready for service as speedily as a self- 
propelling fire engine. Suppose that one of 
the machines were stationed within fifty 
miles of a wreck. The word is flashed to the 
station by one of the beach patrolmen, the 
fire under the engine is started, and in a few 
minutes the vessel is steaming along the 
road (supposing the weather to be bad) to 
the place of wreck, making fifty miles an 
Arriving opposit the wreck its course 
is changed, and without an instant’s pause or 
hesitation the machine is plunged into the 
lake or ocean and steams forthe wreck. It 
picks up or takes off, as the csse may be, 
enough persons to make a load, and back to 
the beach it steams, not pausing, but rushing 
out upon the sand, and away to the nearest 
farm-house or hotel, discharging its load. and 
back again for more. 

The idea of this marvelous machine was 
conceived by Mr. Campau several years ago, 
but not until last year did he attempt to work 
it out. After experimenting for several 
months he constructed two shops in the rear 
of his residence for more systematic work, 
and when he had labored several weeks in 


these shops he had a machine which looks 
like the accompanying cut.

Miss Edith A. Horner is now about 40 years 
of age, but in consequence of an active 
life and much out-of-door exercise, like most 
English women, she does not look her age. 
She is above the medium hight, with a good, 
rather full figure, and a well-poised head. 
With gray-blue eyes, light chestnut hair, 
slightiy inclined to curl, very pleasing feat- 
ures, and a most charming manner, Miss 
Horner is recognized wherever she goes as an 
attractive English gentlewoman of the highest 
type.

them. A Chicago gentleman has gathered 
about forty from the daily papers in the 
course of his general reading during the last 
three months, and he has not made 
NR 2 business to hunt through 
every paper be came across for 
them, either. He has just taken such ones 
as came under his notice, with the resuit 
mentioned. From this collection it is found 
that in the time specified ghosts (ail vouched 
for by reliable parties, according to the re- 
rts) have made their ge Re RE in Detroit, 
Iich; New Brunswick, N. J.; Lexington, 
Va.; London, O,: Marion County, Missis- 
sippi; Pana, III.; Barton Count Georgia; 
rg poe Pa.; Russellville, Ky.; Brazil, 
nd.; Vidovec, Hungary; Ottumwa, Ia; Chi- 
cago; Middletown, Conn.; Knebworth Castle, 
England; Cairo, III.; Shelby County, Minn- 
nesbta; San Francisco, Cal.; Bloomfield, 
Ind.; New York City; New Trenton, Ind., 
and other places. Of these the Wentity 
of the ghosts at New Brunswick 
and Philadelphia has been discovered, 
but no explanation of the  hair-rais- 
ing tales from the other places has been 
offered, so far as can be learned. At New 
Brvnswiek the ghost proved to be a husband 
trving to frighten his wife, and at Philadel- 
phià it turned out to bea thief. Perhaps the 
rest of them are open to similar explanations. 
Tae Detroit tale seems to be about as able 
as any of them. In the first place it is 
vouched for by half a dozen Gifferent persons, 
one of them a night watchman, and n the

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tionally good one. A cemetery, of course, is 
a good place, but then it is somewhatof a 
chestnut. Itis lonely, too, and so a story 
emanating from it cannot have the number 
of vouchers for it deemed requisit in this 
progressive age. What think you, then, of 
an undertaker’s shop, situated on one of the 
main thoroughfares of the city! The place 
is awe-inspiring enough at night, and yet it 
is possibie to have witnesses gaiore. That 
is the kind of a place the Detroit ghosts 
chose for their orgies, and four mortals were 
present at the first séance, when tattoos and 
reveilles were drummed on the empty coffins 
by unséen hands. 

The four mortals, emplovés of the under- 
tawer, did their best apparently to find out 
What all the rumpus was about. but they 
were unsuccessful. In spite of the fact that 
licats would mysteriously go out and doors 
open and shut, they held their ground man- 
fully for three nights. Then two other 
youths took possession, and this seemed to 
auger the ghosts, for they no longer confined 
their operations to the house. They went to 
the stable one night and pretty nearly fright- 
eved the life out of the horses. and when the 
night watchman and the boys went out there 
to see what the matter was they banged the 
waichman over the head with a log of wood 
for interfering with their sport. And through 
itall nothing could be seen. This was De- 
tröit's contribution te the Spiritualist utera- 
ture of the age. Perhaps it was the base- 
ball spirit of the city enraged because tne 
“big four“ lost a game somewhere. 

Lexington, Va., dabbled in history for 
its. ghosts, and has it as well vouched 
for as the Detroit story. In detail it is 
somewhat as foliows: Asone of the sentinels 
ai the Virginia Military Institute was walk- 
ing his beat one night he heard a sound like 
the rustling of leaves, and there immediately 
appeared before him a soldier dressed in Con- 
feaerate uniform, riding with drawn sword 
onalarge gray horse. In spite of the fact 
that he was chailenged in a most soldierly 
way, the apparition passed the sentry and 
vauished into thin air near a precipice, The 
next night the rider was recognized as Gen. 
Stonewall Jackson by an old soldier who 
turned out with a party of cadets and citizens 
to witness the phenomenon. The apparition 
appeared precisely at midnight, and an un- 
successful attempt was made to — 
us progress. A sentinel was plac 
flirectiy in . the une of march, 
whereupon horse and rider immediately 
disappeared and reappeared again behind the 
sentry. Whether they jumped over him or 
went around him the report failed to state., 

Darby Township, Ohio, has a story that is 
good enough to rank near the top. The resi- 
dence of Harlan P. Wood,a farmer, was 
mysteriously stoned, and, although a watch 
was set, no human agency could be found at 
work. These ghosts apparently had no ob- 
jection to working in broad daylight and in 
the presence of any number of witnesses. 
The report says that while the house was 
surrounded by hundreds of people the stones 


‘ gna rocks continued to fly backwards and 
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forwards. Nor was this all. The potatoes in 
the cellar left mysteriously, moving up- 
airs and depositing themselves in 
5 of five on the parlor floor: and 
a constable stationed himself

At the former place 
sorts of uncanny noises, groans, etc., were 
heard in and around the residence of the 
Rev. J. C. Cate, between the hours of 10 and 
12 every night. People came by the score to 
listen and investigate; but, although they all 
heard the sounds, no one could discover the 
reason of it all. At the latter _— the 
spirit of Robert MeLaughlin's t wife 
haunted him for a long time, crying viteous- 
ly, “ O. Bob!” The night after the death of 
his second wife the voice was heard and rec- 
ognized by a number of people, including a 
clergyman. 

But here is a tale for every love-sick 
maiden to cut out and paste in her steeple 
crowned theatre hat: In Shelby County, 
Minnesota, the ghost of a girl who was dis- 
appointed in marriage comesevery night to 
the bedside of her father to upbraid him for 
not allowing her to marry the man of her 
choice, and, when not occupied in torment- 
ing the “old man’’ she amuses herself by 
uttering heartrendin shrieks in tne 
room where she died. The shrieks have 
been heard by many people, but the*visits to 
the bedside of the father are strictly private. 
It is hard to see just what is to be gained by 
making the old man” miserable now that 
she is dead, but then there is no accounting 
for tastes. If any further proof of this as- 
sertion is needed here itis. The ghost of an 
old janitor appears every night at the Main 
Street School, «Middleton, Conn., and 
fixes the fire. Such actions ns 
these are absolutely inexplicable. How 
in the world any ghost can be fool enough to 
do work that another—a mortal—is paid for, 
is beyound human comprehension. The 
story is not complete. To be artistic the 
ghost shouid show up pay-day and draw the 
salary as weil as do the work of the human 
janitor. 

But there are ghosts galore, and it is im- 

ssible to recount the actions of them all. 

razil, Ind., has the ghost of a miner who 
was crushed to death; Vidovec, Hungary, 
has avast ghostly army that is marshaled 
every night on the plains around the village; 
and Dorchester County, Maryland. has a 
fantom schooner that sails up Beckwith’s 
Creek. Barton County, Georgia, boasts of a 
grave from which groans and cries issue 
every time an attempt is made to open it. 
No one knows whose it is, as it appeared 
there one morning after a night during which 
the air was filled with the shrieks of a woman 
and the curses of a man. 

These are the most notable stories. The 
rest in the list are ee cnough, but do not 
appear to be as well authenticated. Then 
in addition to the forty tales of spiritual 
manifestation, there are innumerable stories 
of dreams coming true, of treasures being 
found by ail sorts of mysterious agencies, 
and various unaccountable happenings said to 
be due to supernatural powers, but where the 
ghosts did not directi tray their presence 
to the eyes or ears. tales are not in- 
cluded in the list. 

And, mind you, these are not stories of old 
superstitious times—they are stories of to- 
day. So then we revert to the original ques- 
tion, Are there ghosts! Well, there is no 
use attempting to settle any such question 
as that. here are people who say there are 
and there are more who say there are not. 
It not it must be conceded that there are 
some pretty artistic liars in this progressive 
age, and whether fact or fancy the stories 


are good.

The Change Economically Made with the 
Aid of the Dyer's Pot. 

„Have Your Hats Dyed and Save Money“ 
greets passers-by on the sign before a dingy 
basement. A reporter carried his dingy 
white summer tile down the steps to the 
brawny, bare-armed man behind the counter. 
„Can you fix it?“ he asked. Call Wednes- 
day.“ the giant answered. 

When the reporter returned on the ap- 
pointed day au apparently new hat of the fall 
style was held out to him. That was a good 
job.“ the hatter observed. They don’t all 
turn out so well. Do I get plenty todo! When 
I went into this business I was about the 
pioneer. Now there are any number in it, 
and, so far from my business being affected, 
lemploy two assistants and frequentiy have 
to turn away work because I have 
no time to handle it All of us 
in the business do well, especially this 
time of year. It costs $1.25 to dye, reshape, 
and rebind your hat. When the old one 
bears a swell hatter’s lining we put it back 
carefully, and if the job 1s well done nobody 
can tell the made-over hat from a brand-new 
one. When a man finds out he can have his 
useless summer hat turned into one in the fall- 
made and right color for $.125, thus saving the 
difference between that and the 8A or 85 a 
new hat costs. why he becomes a customer 
and tells his friends. What class constitute 
our customers! No one class. Everybody. 
It might be a surprise to know some men 
who are wearing made-over summer hats 
this fall. 

“Almost any derby hat, if the eee is 

ood, will make over,“ he said. That itis

Thomas Stevens in New York Sun: Prohi- 
bition may be excellent, but the evidence of 
contemporary history seems to prove that the 
people who consume the most drink rule the 
roast every time. Personal observation in 
nearly twenty different countries has shaken 
my faith considerably in the all-round wis- 
dom of total abstinence, at least from a na- 
tional point of view. All nations and all 
people induige more or less in intoxicants, 
and one might almost arrange the scale of 
their importance and power upon the bare 
testimony of the alcoholic beverages con- 
sumed. Those who consume none at all would 
be found at the foot of the scale, and those 
who drink the most would be found at the top. 

The Mohammedans have left the Taj Mahal, 
the Kootub Minar, and magnificent ruins to 
mark the Mogul sway in India; the Hindoos 
have invested the animals, birds, trees, and 
riversof the peninsula, with sanctity; but 
some one has cynically predicted that the 
only monuments the English would leave 
there would be huge piles of champagne bot- 
tles. While this is a rather biased prediction, 
empty champagne bottles would certainly 
loom very conspicuously among the tangible 
evidences of the English occupation should 
they ever evacuate the country. Taken all 
in all, perhaps the English residents in India 


spend more money for drink than any other 
people in the world. On my bicycle tour 
through India last . I remember arriving 
one evening atan English civil station in the 
Punjab. As I rode past a couple of young 
civil officers playing lawn-tennis one of them 
sang out cheerily: “Say, old chappie, come 
in dnd take a peg; you look hot and thirsty.” 

I had ridden about fifty miles that day in a 
temperature of 130°, and a peg was the 
most seductive offering anyboay could have 
made at the moment, as I felt pretty well 
fagged out. Inthe parlance of Anglo-India 
a “peg” is properly a long drink 828 
of iced soda-water with a stimulating ad- 
mixture of brandy. This is a wonderful 

ion - me- uv after a day’s ride through a wilt- 
ing atmosphere of the Indian monsoon sea- 
son. The term peg,“ however, is now in- 
discriminately applied to any kind of a stim- 
ulant. 

“Egad, old un, you look tired; I don’t see 
how you stood it from Jullundar such weath- 
eras today,“ remarked the young officer; 
and as we reached the bungalow he ordered 
his man to produce champagne and ice. Ina 
minute the servant appeared with a tray 
bearing two pint bottles of champagne, ice, 
and three tumblers as big as ordinary r- 
schooners. As there were but three 
of us in the party. I eyed the two 
bottles and the big schooners rather 
curiously, and awaited further developments. 
The servant drew the corks, held a lump of 
ice with silver tongs over the schooners, 
and gently trickled the champagne over it. 
This is not best way, probably, to cool 
champagne, but it was the quickest, and as a 
ready resource was a decided success. 

“You'll tind this an excellent bracer,” quoth 
the young Anglo-Indian as he handed me 
nearly a pint of the cooled and sparklin

Plenty of people are of course ready to 

condemn this sort of thing and say the An- 
glo-Indians ought to quench their thirst with 
non-intoxicants. More lemonade and less 
brandy and champagne, it is claimed, would 
materially lesson the rate of mortality from 
8 aon, Ses bane of Anglo-Indian 
life. is may strictly true, but the fact 
remains that a mere handful of hard-drink- 
ing Britons are administering the affairs of 
250,000,000 practically non-drinking people. 
t Some of the natives of India consume more 
or less arrack and palm today, but the Brah- 
mins, the gentlest and easiest-governed peo- 
ple in the world, drink nothing stronger than 
water. The only tribe of people in India who 
drink to excess are the Jats of the Punjab. 
The festive Jat gets drunk on arrack, and in- 
dulges in many sports, like a civilized being. 
On the fiela of battle he is equal to a round 
dozen non-drinking Hindoos, and forms today 
the flower of the native British-Indian army. 
He it was that stood firmly by the English 
during the mutiny, and 128 prodigies 
of valor. scarcely second to Tommy Atkins 
himself. He calls the water-drinking natives 
of Oude and Bengal poorbeahs,”’ and is su- 
perior to them in every manly attribute. 

In Mohammedan countries very little alco- 
hol is consumed in proportion to the numberof 
people. The Koran denies the seductive pleas- 
ures of its material ise to Mussuimans 
who indulge in the flowing bow! of Bacchus 
here below. The Shiahs are considered the 
Catholics of the Mohammedan religion. The 
whole Persian nation belong to the Shiah 
faith.

Governor of the southern provinces an 
probable future incumbent of the throne 
drinks English bot-led beer, champagne and 
Cruiskeen Lawn whisky like a fish. Very 
much attached has he become to the first- 
named beverage. Once, when journeying to 
Ispahan from his headquarters at Shiraz, 
the attendants had overlooked a case of Bass 
best that was to have been brought along. 
Fifty miles had been covered before this was 
found out; nevertheless the Zil-es-Sultan at 
once ordered a halt, and dispatched horse- 
men back to Shiraz for the amber beer he 
loves so well.

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EDUCATION AND. 
JATION IN ENGLAND. 
f Matthew Arnold is of opinion that only to those 
carried away by the torrent of jubilee” can the 
story of edueation in England during the Vic- 
reign be a satisfactory one. The story is 
not a long one, nor difficult to tell. Following 
Mr. Arnold as far as he goes, and going farther 


into the question to meet the natural demands 
for information which arise out ot our own sys-

Historians will hereafter be perplexed by the 


| Unevenness of growth under English rule. “The 


mother of constitutions” may justly boast of 
having seized upon the fundamental principles 
of institutions, including trial by jury, in exist- 
enee among Teutonic peoples, and introduced 
them into the thought and practice of modern 
communities. The commercial genius of the 
English sailor, combined with the sagacity and 
thrift of the trader and manufacturer, has car- 
ried the flag of the “mother of constitutions” 
over the waters of the earth, placing cannon, 
not constitutions, in its remotest spots, and 
yielding constitutions only after the new com- 
munities were able to have cannon of their own. 
While the renown thus permanently acquired 
poured its corresponding substance, the riches 
of trade, into the eoffers of the manufacturer, and 
while the tribute of precious metals, as well as 
the profits of sluve-trading and colonial specu- 
lation, reached the pockets of the aristocrats, 
the idea of free schools for her own people never 
entered the head of England. 

She planted, oppressed, fought, and lost her 
American dependenciés. - She swept the cseas 
with her Drakes and Frobishers and the lands 
with her Mariborough and Wellington; and still 
she was schoolless. She whipped every country 
that interfered with her schemes in Europe; and 
she never taught the alfabet to the human 
things that were the lashes of her whip. The 
genius of a few of her great sons created a 
literature for her tongue, but the people 
remained as excluded from its delights 
and benefits as the natives of the Pacific 
islands, whom she slew as fitppantly,when in her 
way, as if they were reptiles. Great painters she 
rented from the more artisti¢ races of the Con- 


tinent, and while they were paid splendid sums | 


for their canvases the people were left in degra- 
dation worthy of cannibals. Science flourished, 
nursed by commerce, but throughout the length 
and breadth of her dominions those who could 
not pay for schooling went from the cradle to the 
grave without it. 

One of the Governors whom she sent to Vir- 
ginia in the second half of the seventcenth cent- 
ury boasted that there were no free schools 
or printing presses there, and Berkely 
added, devoutly, “I hope we shall not 
have them. these three hundred years.“ 
His prayer was not granted on the American 
side of the water, but it came near being 
prophetic for his motherland. As rapidly as they 
could shake off the aristocratic traditions which 
were gyves upon the wrists of the young Com- 
monwealths, the Americans built free schools. 
Before the first half of the seventeenth century 
was over nearly every town in the New England 
and middle colonies had free education; the 
Southern colonies, excepting Maryland, were less 
hasty; and, cherishing more faithfully the preju- 
dices of their English Tory founders, they per- 
mitted the schools they founded to languish; 
they were extinct during the Revolution. The 
same spirit was manifested toward the press. 
In 1775, of the thirty-five papers in circulation 
fourteen were in New Engiand, four in New 
York, and nine in Pennsylvania. 

The rich Southerners sent their sons to En- 
gland to be educated in the higher schools and 
universities; for the common people they felt 
less need of schools. The same principle con- 
tinued to actuate the Government of England. 
In Connecticut before the close of the seven- 
teenth century every town that did not keep a 
free school at least a portion of each year was 
liable to fine. In England there was not a free 
elementary school for another century and a 
half. In 1702 there was a free grammar school 
in New York. There is not one to this day 
comparable in freedom end grade in all En- 
gland. Before the Revolution we had nine 
colleges to which an intermediate system of 
instruction almost free and a primary school sys- 
tem perfectly free led. Engiand had a few col- 
leges for the privileged few and not a preparato- 
ry school except for those able to pay for such 
advantages. While her diplomatic agents grad- 
nally aggrandized her influence in the intriguing 
courts of the Continent, and the freer continent- 
al communities like Holland, Switzerland, and 
the more enlightenec German States expanded 
their primary and secondary schools into nation- 
al breadth, her people, except the chiidren of the 
rich, remained in the illiteracy which had been 
their birthright, ’ 

It may be a question for physiologists whether 
human fighting material is improved by letters; 
whether the spelling-book is a judicious compan- 
ion for the rifle; or the school the best prepara- 
tion for the camp, the trench, and the mine. Cer- 
tain it is that England fought better while illiter- 
ate. The men that destroyed Napoleon could not 
read. The redcoats that of late years have been 
easily routed by woodsmen and coast guerrillas 
have had a little chance to learn their letters. 
The luckless fellows who went down easy vic- 
tims to the sun and malaria of Asia were proba- 
bly a few months in the year in school. 

The first grant of public money for elementary 
education in England was made in 1833; the Eu- 
glish education department was created in 1839; 
the Elementary Education act was passed in 
1870; and there is still no chance for the children 
of any but the fortunate to acquire training 
higher than is to be had in our primary grades. 

What the children of England were fifty years 
ago when the schoolmaster, paid as lavishly as 
the farm laborer, was brought into contact 
with them, may be learned from the pages of 
Matthew Arnold, to which we now return. The 
town population was in a state resembling 
helotry. It had the craft of the pauper, or 
the poacher, or the squatter on the common. 
In the manufacturing districts the common de- 
cencies of life were unknown; books were unseen. 
The children had to be taught to stand upright, 
to walk without a slouching gait, to sit without 
crouching like a sheepdog. ‘‘ They had to learn 
some decency in their skin, hair, and dress,” 
They were commonly either cowed or sullen, or 
wild, fierce. and ‘obstinate. The projected ex- 
tension of the free elementary system, with Gov- 
ernment aid and inspection, was bitterly and 
successfully opposei by the Bishops, in defer- 
ence to whose hostility a proposed creation of a 
National Normal School, with general instruc- 
tion in all studies and equal rights for students 
and creeds in religious matters, had to be 
abandoned, 

Various modifications of the laws were effect- 
ed at long intervals, some hurtful, others benefi- 
cial; but as Parliament continued to keep the 
subject within its own control, instead of placing 
it within the direction and making it the duty of 
local communities, whether county or municipal, 
the schools never acquired géjjeral strength and 
uniform efficiency; nor can they be expected to 
do so while under the management of an un- 
wieldy imperial legisiature whose time is con- 
sumed by foreign and domestic politics and the 
multitude of affairs in which a landed majdrity 
have a vital selfish interest. 

One of the most pernicisus features of the sys- 
tem is payment by results.“ The teachers re- 
ceive a certain minimum as salary; but the best 
part of their stipend depends upon the passing of 
their pupils in specified subjects. The effect of 
this bas been to breed habits of dishonesty in the 
teachers, amounting, not long ago, to charges of 
forgery and fraud in reports; while at the same 
time dull children, who required special atten- 
tion to keep them up with their grades, have 
been totally neglected for those of whose natural 
capacity there was no doubt. Matthew Arnold has 
been the courageous antagonist of this feature of 
the national schools. On the other hand, he 
opposes any change in their organization which 
would affect the relations between them and the 
various religious bodies. Parliamentary aid is 
given indiscriminately to schools under church 
control or secular, provided they conform to the 
legal requirements. He is of opinion that the 
country would not accept secular schools abso- 
lutely, and the Queen has always been opposed 
to the severance of the schools from religious 
influence. Indeed, Mr. Arnold prefers a school 
under church control to a secularone. A conve- 
nient view of how the national aidis applied 

may be had from the following statistics taken 
out of an official publication and not considered 
at all by Mr. Arnold:

Arnold says, found elementary education a 
chaos; “the fiftieth finds it, with whatever im- 
perfections of detail, at any rate a national sys- 
tem. But English secondary education, likewise 
a chaos when her Majesty's reign began, remains 
a chaos still.” »The reason why no effective 
remedy is applied,“ he declares elsewhere, to 
this serious evil is simply because the upper 
classes among us do not want to be disturbed in 
their preponderance or the middle class in their 
vulgarity. People cali this an epigram; alas, it 
is much rather a scientific formula truly and 
closely summarizing the facts.“ 


UTILIZING THE JACK-RABBIT.

The New England Farm Monitor and Dairy 
Guide thinks that it has found a new source of 
wool supply. It says: “It would seem as ifa 
rival of the sheep as a wool-producer has-arisen. 
The heretofore worthless western jack-rabbit is 
being sheared in some quarters. and is said to 
produce an article of wool equal to lamb's-wool 
and even finer.”’ 

Our Eastern friend should not get too san- 
guine. There is no need to get frightened and go 
to selling off your sheep for mutton. If the editor 
of the Farm Monitor should ever go out on the 
prairie and see a jack-rabbit while it is walking 
slow but nevertheless presenting the optical iliu- 
sion of a gray streak two miles and a half long, 
he would probably think that it was all right and 
that the doom of the sheep was sealed.

This 
seems hardly practical, however, and it looks as 
if we would have to worry along with ordinary 
wool for awhile yet. 

There is another point this able-growing crops 
and blooded-cow journalist is somewhat mixed 
up on, and thatis the subject of hay fires. He 
says that Hay, as used in many parts of the 
prairie regions of the West, makes an excellent 
fuel and a very fair substitute for coal or wood.”
